W arsaw , Ind., Mar. 30.— Indict­ 
ments charging first degree m urder 
were returned by the special 
grand 
jury this afternoon 
against Virgil, 
Fred and Calvin Decker and 
their 
mother, Mrs. Lydia Decker, in con­ 
nection with the investigation of the 
mysterious murder of Leroy Lovett, 
eighteen-year-old Elkhart youth. 
Virgil, an eighteeen-vear-old boy, 
confessed to the crime from his jail 
cell here. 
He was arrested at the 
home of an uncle in Marion 
after 
Lovett had 
been found dying along 
the Pennsylvania track near Atwood^ 
Ind., on the night of March 12. 
Virgil and Lovett 
were 
chums. 
The body was first identified as that 
of Virgil’s because it bore his cloth­ 
ing. 
Virgil assumed all blame for the 
crime in his confession, in which he 
said he had killed Lovett following a 
quarrel in a lonely cabin .along the 
Tippecanoe river and had placed the 
>ody in a buggy on the Pennsylvan" 
ia railroad tracks to allay suspicon. 
Calvin and Fred Decker wore a r­ 
rested t-his afternoon at Fred’s fan n 
on the rear of which is situated the 
“murder cabin” in which Lovett is 
alleged to have been killed. 
Mrs. Decker was arrested at Elk- 
art and brought to W arsaw this a f­ 
ternoon and placed in jail. 
The 
insurance 
plot 
which took 
such a prominent part in the inves- 
ligation, is not mentioned* in the in­ 
dictment. 
The probe of the murder centered 
about an alleged plot of the mur- 
erers of Lovett to obtain $24.000 in 
insurance which Virgil carried 
on 
iis life. The plot was supposed to 
tie based on the striking resemblance 
which Virgil bore to Lovett, the al- 
eged intent being that Lovett could 
w identified as Virgil and thé 
in­ 
surance could thus he collected. 
The indictment returned by the 
grand jury toda>r after an investiga­ 
tion lasting several days, was in two 
counts. 
The first count 
charges the four 
defendants with the killing of Leroy* 
Lovett by striking him with an iron 
bar and the second count is to cover 
up any defects in the first, according 
to the local authorities.

While b aseb all may b e play ed with­ 
out a pair of spiked shoes, it can n ot 
b e play ed properly un less the b oy has 
spikes in his shoes. You can play a 
good game of b aseb all wjtli a b ad b all 
or a had b at, without a glove or with 
out a cap, b ut it is almost impossib le 
to play a good game without spiked 
shoes. 
Rub b er soles make a poor 
sub stitute for the spiked article. 
Street shoes are worse. 
So ev ery b oy should if possib le en ­ 
deav or to secure a pair of spiked 
shoes when he play s b aseb all. 
A 
great deal depen ds upon the spikes. 
A pitcher can n ot get a good hold up­ 
on . the pitcher rub b er without spikes, 
A b atter can n ot get a good firm stan d 
at the b at un less he has spikes in his 
shoes. In fielders an d outfielders can -* 
n ot cov er the groun d they should 
cover without spikes in their shoes. 
So if 1 were asked what was the

in the shoes.

A canned berry pud d ing Is d elicious 
ant! may be prepared from any kind 
of berries. Spread 
slices 
of 
bread 
with 
butter and 
arrange In a bak­ 
ing 
d ish; 
cover 
each 
lay er 
of 
bread 
with 
ber­ 
ries, 
sweeten 
if 
necessary and re­ 
peat until the d ish 
is full. 
Bake a half-hour in a mod er­ 
ate oven. 
Serve hot with sugar and 
cream or a hard sauce. 
Fancy 
Pastry .—Sift together one 
cupful and a fourth of pastry flour, 
one-fourtli of a tcaspoonful of salt, the 
same of baking powd er and two table­ 
spoonfuls of sugar. 
With two knives 
work in half a cupful of butter, or but­ 
ter substitute. 
Ad d an unbeaten y olk 
of egg; mix the juice of one leinon 
w ith half a tablespoonful of w ater and 
with the knife grad ually work tie 
liquid into the egg and flour mix ture. 
Turn upon a board d red ged with flour, 
pat and r°R inl° a sheet, fold making 
three lay ers, fold and roll again, re­ 
peat the rolling after fold ing two or 
three times, then roll thin and use to 
line the tins. 
This pastry may be 
used for ind ivid ual pies of any kind . 
Lemon Cheese Cakes.—For the fill­ 
ing for five ind ivid ual pies, take one 
egg, three tablespoonfuls of sugar* one- 
fourth of a teaspoonful of salt, the 
grated rind of one lemon, one large 
tablespoonful 
of lemon juice, 
one- 
fourth of a cupful of sifted sponge 
cake crumbs. Beat the y olk of the egg, 
ad d the sugar, salt, lemon rind and 
juice and the cake crum bs; mix thor­ 
oughly , then fold in the white of the 
egg, beaten d ry and turn into small 
tins lined with pastry . Bake until the 
filling is set. 
Ba na na Pie.—Press through 
a ricer 
enough ripe bananas to make a cup­ 
ful. ad d one-half cupful of sugar, two

Du b lin, (By Mail)— When an a t­ 
tack on police b arrack* or an am­ 
b u sh of police or soldiers is 
heard 
of, the official report u su ally men­ 
tions a rou nd nu mb er of 100, 15 0 or 
200 men engaged on the reb el side. 
It is prob ab le there nev er was an 
amb u sh with 5 0 or a b arracks at 
tack with more than 80 or 90 men on 
the Repu b lican side. In eases where 
the report mentions 
that 
b arracks 
attackers withdrew after three-q u ar­ 
ters of an hou r of tiring, it is prob 
ab le the “attackers” w*ere the av er 
age assignment of two b omb ers ant 
tlwree shotgu n men told off to “fake” 
an attack and cu t telephone wires in 
hope that 
the 
b esieged 
garrison 
wou ld send u p rockets for help—ant' 
rhat the rescu ers wou ld meet 
the 
real amb u sh en rou te. 
Amb u shes and attacks are plan­ 
ned in great detail. Usu ally the b ri­ 
gade commander will plan them with 
his staff. When there is an import­ 
ant attack on a b ig, strong b arracks 
the permission of the general staff is 
sou ght; on any major operation, in 
fact, when in the case of a b arracks 
eighty men may b e u sed. If there are 
technical 
difficu lties 
engineers 
or 
other ex perts are sent from Du b lin 
or elsewhere b y the general 
staff. 
Otherwise the 
b rigade 
commander 
or his su b ordinates will carry ou t 
the attacks themselv es. 
A recent amb u sh shows the u su a 
nu mb er of men engaged. In this, the 
report to the general staff gav e the 
composition of the attacking party 
as; nine riflemen, fifteen 
shotgu n- 
ners, six b omb ers, six engineers (to 
dog trenches and fell trees in roads 
to b lock 
approaching 
lorries, and 
six teen scou te and ou tposts. 
The scou ts and ou tposts are per 
haps the most important single ele­ 
ment of an amb u sh. They are placed 
at strategic points. Their principal 
du ty is to signal the approach of 
the enemy ; perhaps from a comman* 
ding hill or an 
emb ankment; 
per­ 
haps from a tree or telegraph pole. 
Bu t in an attack they mu st u se their 
own initiativ e. 
The amb u shing party may meet at 
a designated place^ w here the v ol­ 
u nteers are instru cted in 
their du ­ 
ties. They take their places

recent case. The v olu nteers often are 
rou ghly armed, and they are fighting 
well-armed men. Tneir b ig adv ant­ 
age is that of su rprise, b u t this may 
» e discou nted b y tne fact that the 
amb u shed party is ex pecting attack 
and is prepared for it. The Repu b - 
ican army ’s principal difficu lty is in 
training men. They mu st drill secret- 
y , and they are poorly armed. Also 
they are y ou ths. They hav e the dan­ 
ger and none of the glory of war;

No attempt will b e made to estab ­ 
lish new schools for these persons 
according to A. E. Wriedf, director 
of v ocational training div ision of the 
State Department of Pu b lic Instru c­ 
tion.

study teaching has just been put fo 
the children in two o f the Evanston 
i 
mblic schools. 
One 
hundred and 
eventy out o f 18 0 voted in favor of 
the screen a» a choice o f methods. 
This novel educational experiment, 
conducted under the direction o f Mi$s 
Edna 11. Bausoh, science teapher o t 
Noves 
Street 
and 
Lincobiwood 
Schools, was based upon a film pro­ 
duced by the Society fo r Visual Ed­ 
ucation, “The Life History o f the 
Monarch 
Butterfly.” 
The children 
w*ere 
pupils o f the 
seventh 
and 
eighth grades.* Previously they had 
studied the Black Swallow’tail but­ 
terfly 
from 
textbooks 
and actual 
specimens. 
Not only did the children express 
an overwhelming preference fo r the 
motion-picture w*ay, but they knew 
us much about the Monarch butterfly 
from a showing lasting 15 minutes 
as they did of the Black Swalk>w*tail, 
to which six 30-minute periods had 
been devoted in the use of textbooks 
specimens and oral discussions. 
At 
least, that is what was shown by the 
papers which they wrote during the 
remaining 15 mynutes of the science 
period. 
“It fbok two weeks to learn about 
the Black Swallowtail and only hatf 
an hour to learn about the Monarch 
butterfly,” 
one 
hoys 
shrewdly ob 
served. 
The film showed every detail o f the 
metamorphis, from 
the “milkweec 
caterpillar” greedily 
leading, 
anc 
later spinning the silk button from 
which its chrysalis hangs, to the 
butterfly 
taking form 
within the 
chrysalis case and finally emerging 
as a moist, crumpled creature that 
unfolds into 
the 
glorious copper 
winged Monarch. 
“You learn more when you actual 
ly see it done in moving pictures than 
when you have to turn to page 146 
say, and read about it,” wrote o*ie 
child. 
“ I can remember it longer because 
it is clearer 
and more 
interesting 
than* our 
hooks,” w rote 
another 
“Specimens always come out w*hen 
you are not there,” wrote still an 
other. 
One pointed out that “in the 
classroom only a row could get close 
enough to see a real chrysalis open 
and the whole school can see in the 
auditorium movies.’V 
Some o f the most interesting pa­ 
pers came from a fourth-grade class 
that had pleaded to see “the butter 
fly m ovies., Here is one composition 
letter fo r letter: 
“A few days ago I saw* a picture 
of a larve. 
T he,first picture was a 
larve on a leave. 
He is not like a 
caterpiller because he 
hasn’t any 
fuss. 
When he gomes out o f the egg 
his food is tl^m ilk weed. He creeps 
out on the leave and eats it slowly 
nice and neat. 
Irf a week or so he 
sheds his skin. 
First he spins him­ 
self a silk button, then he hangs by 
his 
feet and splits. 
He squeezes* 
himself in his own skin and wiggles. 
Then he brakes out in a few 
days 
and turns into a beautiful butterfly. 
At first he is 
very week and 
can 
scarcely move: 
He then cheeps into 
the sun and makes his wings brittle, 
and fiys about more pretty then be­ 
fore.”

experiment, 
Miss Bausch 
said: 
“To ray 
mind 
these repo rts o f the science classes 
co nstitute a remarkable endorsement 
of motion pictures as a supplement 
to the textbook.

WORKERS’ PLAN IS 
HARD NUT TO CRACK 


Italy's Hopes of 
Finding 
Panacea 
For all Industrial Ills are Little 
Nearer Being Realized 


CANNOT REACH AGREEMENT 


Workmen Want Right of Exercising 
Auditory Control of Industries 
Where They are Employed 


By HENRY WOOD 
(U. P . Staff Co rresp o n d en t) 
Rome (By 
Mail)—Italy’« 
hopes 
of finding a panaceaTor all industrial 
ills by granting workmen the right 
of exercising an auditory control of 
the industries in which they are em 
ployed are little nearer being real 
ixed’tban when Premier Giolitti first 
advanced the idea. 
The trouble is that the 
workmen 
and the industrials cangot agree up­ 
on the precise nature of the pill to 
l>e swallowed. The pill that has been 
concocted by the government is re 
guided as too big by the industrials 
to go down, while the workmen con­ 
sider it too smaU to produce the tie 
Sired results. 
Before the precise measure 
can 
be formulated that will give satis­ 
faction to both sides and be finally 
enacted into law, it is very 
likely 
that Italy will witness one or 
two 
changes of government. 
The ques­ 
tion gives every indication of 
be­ 
coming the capital one in Italian in­ 
ternal politics untifit is settled. 
Following 
the announcement 
of 
Giolitti last fall, at the time Italian 
workmen were occupying factories 
atid endeavoring to Sovietize them, 
that he wAn^l introduce in 
parlia­ 
ment a bill granting workmen's con­ 
trol of the industries, a joint com­ 
mission was appoiuted by 
him 
to 
draw up the promised measure. The 
commission w-as composed of both 
industrial and workmen’s represen­ 
tatives. 
In the end it'was unable to agree 
upon a joint measure and 
as 
a 
consequence both sides turned into 
Giolitti a measure of its own. 
From 
these Giolitti had the members of his 
cabinet draw up a single 
measure 
embracing the best features 
of the 
two submitted bv the commission. 
This in turn met with many ob­ 
jections from both sides and had to 
be repeatedly modified. The bill as 
it now stands before the Italian par­ 
liament provides that separate ma­ 
chinery for control shall be organ­ 
ized for the eleven principal-cate­ 
gories of industries. These are metal 
textile, chemical, food 
production, 
leather, 
electrical, 
building, 
land 
tran->i>ortation, water transportation 
printing and mining. 
From the industries to be 
“ con­ 
trolled” there are excluded all 
in- 
dustries run by the state, or muni­ 
cipalities, those, which have not been 
in operation for more than four 
years and those which employ less 
than sixty workmen. 
The workmen of each of the elev­ 
en categories of industries will elect 
their own control commission, con­ 
sisting of nine meihbers, of which 
six shall 
be 
workmen 
generally,’ 
while three, shall come from 
the 
ranks of engineers and technical ex­ 
erts. Each commission will hold of­ 
fice for three years and can be re­ 
elected. This Commission of Control 
of nine members for each class of 
industries will in turn appoint two 
or three delegates in every 
estab­ 
lishment whose duty it will 
l» e 
to 
report to the commission on all mat­ 
ters over which it has “ control” . 
The bill provides 
regulations for 
the employment and 
discharge 
of 
workmen, the principal 
feature 
tof 
which is that political and religious 
opinions as well as the question of 
unionism or nonunionism are not to 
he allowed consideration. 
To date the greatest objection of 
the industrials to the bill is on the 
clause which gives the Workmen’s 
Control Commission 
the 
right 
to 
name two or more delegates in even’ 
establishment for the 
purpose 
of 
keeping the 
Commission 
informed 
on the points over which it has eon" 
trol. 
The bill is recognized to be the 
most advanced step which any na­ 
tion has yet taken in an effort to es­ 
tablish a new regime between capi­ 
tal and labor” .

HAVE HYDROPHOBIA 


Farmers in 
Vicinity 
of Princeton

pearance of Disease This Year 


SIX ANIMALS 
THERE DIED 


Indianapolis, Mar. 30.-—There are 
fewer animals in the State 
having 
hydrophobia and rabies 
this- 
ycur 
than there were five years ago,” Dr. 
1» . E. Northrup, State Veterinarian, 
said here today. 
“ The south and west portion 
of 
the stale always 
are attacked by 
this disease about this time of the 
year but there is not much now,“ he 
said. 
Farmers in the vicinity of Prim« 
ton have reported 
the first appear- 
a i e of the disease this year, 
ac­ 
cording to Northrup. 
Six animals in that portion of the 
state have died or have been killed 
when they showed symptoms. Most 
of them were hog^- and dogs. 
“ I have not heard of a one ease 
in Northern or Central Indiana,” Dr. 
Northrup said.
